Asian Flu Alert Is Sounded for Ohio 


COLUM BUS, 
Ohio Lf 
— 
Dr , 
Ralph E. Dwork, Ohio’s health di-1 
rector, today alerted health com­ 
missioners throughout the state to j 
a possible severe Asian flu out­ 
break this winter. 
Dr. Dwork gave his annual re­ 
port to about IOO local health com­ 
missioners as they began their 
39th annual conference in Colum­ 
bus. 
He said the Ohio Department of 
Health will keep a close eye on 
the disease which last year closed 
many schools. H asked the health 
commissioners to help him in that 
program. 
Last year's epidemic resulted in 
607 deaths, believed to be directly 
or indirectly the result of Asian 
flu. It reached its peak in the last 
part of October and early Novem­ 
ber. 
Dr. Dwork, in his report, went 
over the entire health field. He 
noted full time health departments 
are serving 84 per cent of Ohio’s 
total population, and that in No­ 
vember 18 counties will be seeking 
health levies. Twelve of them will 
be renewals. 
Three counties will be seeking 
the levies for the first time, while 
three will try to have levies pass­ 
ed where they failed before. 
“ Failure of any of these levies 
will create problems,” Dr. Dwork 
said. “ The problems will be most 
critical where levies have been in 
effect for several years, and where 
established on the basis of levies.” 
He noted that for reasons of eco­ 
nomy, the state Health Depart­ 
ment has had to curtail some of 
its activities. 
Just a few years ago there were 


waiting lists of persons for tuber­ 
culosis 
hospital 
admission. 
Dr 
Dwork said that has changed now 
with occupancy rates in those hos­ 
pitals ranging from 43 to 92 per 
cent of capacity. He said the de­ 
creased length of hospitalization 
was brought about by surgery and 
use of new drugs. 


Dr. Dwork also spoke about in­ 
fections acquired in hospitals. He 
said infected persons present a 
hazard to the community after 
they are discharged. 
Through the first week of this 
month, Dr. Dwork said. 102 polio 
cases have been reported to the 


state Health Department, compar­ 
ed to 163 through the same period 
last jar. He said this year’s total 
included 42 paralytic cases. 
In 
five of these cases, the victims 
had been fully treated with Salk 
polio vaccine. 
There 
have 
been 
four 
polio 
deaths in Ohio this year, and Dr. 
Dwork said none of the victims 
had been vaccinated.

Dr. Dwork also discussed the de­ 
partment's financing of its various 
programs, its fight against rabies 
in dogs and wildlife, special pro­ 
jects in the fields of chronic di­ 
sease and health of the aged, tu- 
s berculosis X rays and a method 
of detecting heart conditions by 
studying these X rays and the de- 
I partment’s work in n u t r i t i o n 
i among other things.

The growing number of visiting stud-, 
ants f r o m other countries nearly all 
speak English well in addition to their 
own national language and perhaps show 
training in one or two other languages. 
However, that is not all, a surprising 
number of natives in Europe, Asia and in 
South America, whom visitors from this 
country contact, are fluent in the English 
language and many also speak two or 
three other national tongues. 
There has been a growing realization 
among people in our nation that most of 
our inhabitants fail to speak even one 
foreign language. This has caused many 
boards of education in this country to 
m ake some changes in their school re­ 
quirements. 
Probabilities are that this movement 
will become more widespread. Some are

even introducing Russian which may be­ 
come a real future factor because of the 
growth of the Soviet government’s ef­ 
forts to push its trade relations on a big 
scale into South America as well as 
throughout Asia, Africa and other distant 
lands. 
Attention has been called to the fact 
that it is embarrassing to some of our 
schools to learn that there are no Russian 
text books for high schools published in 
this country. Last year, according to re­ 
ports, fewer than 300 students in t h i s 
country were seeking courses in the Rus­ 
sian language, although there are over a 
million a n d a half native Americans 
whose parents were born in Russia. Over 
200 million people in t h e world speak 
Russian as their native language. 
Aside from all that, however, there are 
amazingly few Americans who speak 
other languages which are in common 
use over the world. Maybe schools will 
recognize this problem, and more of them 
will do something about it.

4. Have pain in the joints. 
5. Have a fever.

things around the house, when 
climbing a few' stairs, or when 
you first lie down. Even healthy 
women often become breathless 
with ordinary activity during 
the late stages of pregnancy.

Now with industry all set for a 
hoped-for rise in activity, the talk 
is that industrial prices may rise 
very little if at all, and that in 
other lines —- chiefly foods — the 
chances are good for better days 
for the family pocketbook. 
Since food stands high on every 
one’s budget, the report of bumper 
crops is good news Indeed. It 
means that foodstuffs should ease 
rather than rise — and, import­ 
antly, that an abundance of iood- 
stuffs foretells a future increase 
in the number of meat animals, 
and an easing of prices in that 
vital part of the cost of living. 
Also, government price supports 
for some crops are 
being 
low­ 
ered, along with restrictions on 
production — a Doon to city dwell­ 
ers at least. 
There are even signs that the 
long rise in the cost of services 
may be slowing down— in most 
fields, that is, except transporta­ 
tion. 
The case for hope that a pickup 
to industrial activity and the ac­ 
companying rise in personal in­ 
comes may not kick off much of 
a rise in industrial materials or 
aven in manufacturing end prod­ 
ucts is based on two beliefs: 
1. That the recovery will be 
inoderate and alow oaced: 
2. That the big surpluses still 
•verhanging the market will have 
to be worked off first and that 
the excess production capacity in 
most industries will keep compe­ 
tition keen for some time to come. 
It will he a struggle in most 
plants to hold down rising oper­ 
ating costs, particularly as w ag e 
•caies continue to fatten. But if 
competition remains keen, passing 
•long such ricing cost-, in the form 
•f higher prices wi.il be a prob­ 
lem, too. 
In time consumers and industry 
could use up the surpluses and 
get all the capacity into produc­ 
tion. But until then there s hope 
that the cost of living can be held 
In lint.
